The offi¬ 
cer subsequently returned to 
Occupied Germany for another 
stint of duty. Other assign¬ 
ments included the Philip¬ 
pines, Paris and Washington, 
D.C. He retired in 1948 after 
30 years of service.

City Spreads 
532 Acre Ft. 
Of Water 


Ten painting contractors don¬ 
ned overalls on their "day off” 
Saturday and gave the Plaza 
Community Center Children’s 
Home, 72 W. Alegria, “the fin¬ 
est gift the home could pos¬ 
sibly receive,” according to Di¬ 
rector Elsie N. Gibson. 

The painters, all members of 
the San Gabriel Painting Con¬ 
tractors’ Association, painted 
the interior of the boys’ dormi¬ 
tory. 

Miss Gibson reports that of 
the 50 painters who wanted to 
take part in the project only 
10 were selected. They were 
on the job at 8 a.m. and all 
stayed until the final brush 
stroke—late in the afternoon. 

Several months ago the same 
association on another Satur¬ 
day painted the home of a war 
veteran’s widow who couldn’t 
afford to have her home 
painted. 

“We’re having lots of fun,” 
was the way G. I. Bliss, presi¬ 
dent of the association, sum¬ 
med up the projects. 

The home at present has en¬ 
rolled 22 boys and girls, all of 
whom are 14 or under. 


More than 532.602 acre feet 
of water have been spread to 
date in Sierra Madre’s water 
conservation operation. 

The figure, in laymen’s lan¬ 
guage, exceeds 23 million cu¬ 
bic feet of water. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker and Water Superintend¬ 
ent A1 Freeland announced 
the totals yesterday. From the 
Big Santa Anita, and through 
the city diversion structure, 
Sierra Madre has spread 
399.320 acre feet. 

This figure does not include 
the second test of the project, 
reports of which have not yet 
been received by city officials. 
Mr. Freeland estimated, how¬ 
ever that more than 80 acre 
feet of water were percolated 
into the underground basins 
during that test. 

The Little Santa Anita and 
storm run-off from the streets 
netted another 134.282 acre feet 
to bring the total up to the 
532 acre-foot mark. 

Mr. Freeland said the most 
recent run of the project has 
been going on now for 16 days. 
The average flow of water dur¬ 
ing this operation has been 10 
cubic feet of water per second, 
he said.

The hiker, Bryan James, 
finally made his own way up 
the almost perpendicular wall 
of the canyon to Mount Wilson 
Trail—and safety. 

His companion, Richard Joy, 
also 15, had phoned police from 
the Alan C. Macauley home on 
the trail, stating that James 
was not able to climb out of the 
canyon after a two-hour ex¬ 
ploratory trip along the rocky 
bottom. 

“When I last saw' him he was 
about 100 feet above the can¬ 
yon floor,” Joy told officers. 
“Then when I got to the top, 
I called down to him but got 
no answer.” 

He said he spotted his 
friend’s pack where James 
placed it just before separating, 
but there was no sign of James.

Sierra Madre’s building year got off to a skimpy start last 
month, with building permits issued during January totalling 
$58,200. The total was $35,697 less than the figure for January 
of 1951, $93,897. Meager though it was, however, the month still 
saw $14,965 more in building permits issued than during the 

month before, December, when 
the total was $43,235. 

The building permits includ¬ 
ed seven for new residences, 
having a total valuation of 
$48,900. Street permits during 
January totalled $5.50; elec¬ 
trical permits, $40.40, and 
plumbing permits, $38.

Sierra Madre’s new overnight 
street parking ordinance went 
into effect today, February 7, 
Police Chief Gordon G. McMil¬ 
lan reminded householders to¬ 
day. 

As of this date, Sierra Mad- 
reans can expect strict en¬ 
forcement of the law which 
limits parking on the streets to 
half an hour between 2 and 
4 a.m. and which, in effect, 
prohibits overnight parking. 

The new amendment to the 
law provides for special per¬ 
mits to be issued persons who 
cannot find off-street parking 
facilities within 600 feet of 
their homes. Such "hardship 
cases” must pay $6 inspection 
fees for the permits, which are 
good for a six-month period.

COSTS GAINS MOMENTUM 


Sierra Madre’s Kiwanis Club may take over sponsorship of 
the city-wide Scrap Metal Drive. The Kiwanis Board of Directors 
will vote on the matter at its meeting this evening. A1 Freeland, 
City water superintendent, told the Community Coordinating 
Council Tuesday night that he would have to give up chairman¬ 
ship of the campaign because 
of limited time. Stepped-up op¬ 
eration of the city’s water 
spreading grounds has resulted 
in round-the-clock duty by 
water department employees. 

Hugh Warden, president of 
the Kiwanis Club, said he 
would present the matter of 
club sponsorship at the Board 
meeting. 

Meanwhile, the Scrap Metal 
Drive, now in its fourth week, 
was reported “coming along 
slowly” by Mr. Freeland. The 
scrap pile at the lot east of 
the Woman’s Clubhouse, 270 
W. Sierra Madre boulevard, 
looks “just a little larger” than 
it did last week, he said. 

There are several large pieces 
of scrap—such as stoves, car 
frames, and water heaters— 
that are awaiting pickup how¬ 
ever, the water superintendent 
pointed out.
